BE IT ENACTED by the High Commissioner for Palestine, 
with the advice of the Advisory Council thereof 


I. This Ordinance mav he cited as the Charitable Trusts 
(Amendment) Ordinance, 1925, and shall he construed as one 
with the Charitable Trusts Ordinance, 1924, thereinafter called 
the principal Ordinance) anti it may he cited together with the 
principal Ordinance as the Charitable Trusts Ordinance, 1924-25. 


Short title and 
construction. 


2. Section B of the principal Ordinance shall be construed 
as if it had been originally worded as follows:

4. Section 25 of the principal Ordinance is hereby re¬ 
pealed; and the following provisions shall he substituted therefor:

( 3 ) On the death or discharge of one of co-trustees, 
the trust survives and the trust property remains vested in the 
surviving or continuing trustees unless the instrument of trust, 
expressly declares otherwise. 


(4i Where trust property transferable in any book 
or register is registered in (tie names of two or more co-trustees 
and is expressed to he s<> registered upon a joint account, the 
registering authorit y shall upon pi oof of the death or discharge 
of any trustee amend the register accordingly and the trust 
property shall continue registered in the names of the surviving 
or continuing trustees or trustee only.

vesting Order) vesting the property of any such person in any 
such manner or to any such extent as the Court may direct.

(3) Where a vesting Order may be made under this 
Section, the Court may, if it is more convenient, appoint a person 
to transfer the property; and a transler by that person in confor¬ 
mity with the Order shall have the same effect as an Order under 
this Section, and every person so appointed shall for the purpose 
of all transactions, proceedings and formalities incidental to the 
transfer, have all the power and capacities of the trustee or other 
person in whom the trust property was vested and shall be 
deemed to be the authorised attorney of such trustee or other- 
person for the purpose aforesaid.

“in dealing with any property alleged to he subject to 
a charitable trust, the Court shall not be debarred from exerci¬ 
sing any of its powers by the absence of evidence of the former 
constitution of the trust if it shall be of opinion in all the 
circumstances of the case that the trust in fact exists or ought to 
tie deemed to exist." 


9. Sub-section (3) of Section .38 of the principal Ordinance 
shall read as follows:-

(3) W here properly in Palestine is held on trust by 
a foreign corporation and the corporation has failed to register, 
the Attorney General may apply to the Court for the appointment 
of a trustee as though ther^ were no existing trustee. 

10. Section 39 of the principal Ordinance shall be construed Amendment of 
as though it had been originally enacted with the alterations and Section 39 
additions following :- 


(a) The words “such property became subject to the 
trust* replaced the words “such trust was registered" in 
sub-section (T).

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(b) The words “Mulk immovable property” replaced 
the words “ the immovable property ” in paragraph (c) of 

sub-section (4). 

(c) The words “which was not subject to the provi¬ 
sions ot this Section” were added to paragraph (d) of the same 
sub-section.
